THE SHRINER’S PLEDGE 
When the Color Guard presents the Colors, the 


Potentate will cause the Nobility to come to atten- 
tion and salute. After the salute is rendered, the 
following pledge will be recited in unison (the right 
hand extended in the direction of the Colors): 


I pledge allegiance to my Flag, to 
the principles for which it stands, 
one Brotherhood, indivisible, with 
Liberty and Justice for all. 


(Please commit this pledge to memory) 


SALUTING THE COLORS 


When a Noble is wearing the Fez, it is not neces- 
sary for him to remove it when the Colors pass. It is 
a part of his Shrine uniform. He should stand at 
attention, and when the Colors are within six paces 
at a point directly opposite his position, execute the 
right hand salute, holding it until after the Colors 
have passed, and then drop the right arm to its 
normal position. In the event the Colors pass the 
same point more than once, as frequently happens 
at Ceremonials, it is not necessary to salute a second 
time. 


EXPLANATION OF THE PLEDGE 


In the pledge we are accustomed to using the 
words “‘to the Flag of the United States of America.” 
When the Imperial Council adopted the Pledge it 
was taken into consideration that the jurisdiction 
of the Shrine extended throughout North America, 
and that Canada and Mexico were affiliated with 
the organization. As a courteous gesture the words 
“my Flag’? were used. My Flag meaning the Flag 
of the respective countries. Therefore in this pledge 
it means to us, “the Flag of the United States of 
America.” 


SALUTATION 


NoBstes: 


The caravan that will make the pilgrimage that will mark 
another year in the annals of Aleppo Temple is being formed. 


The duties of leadership have become mine. 


They were accepted, not so much as a matter of personal 
ambition, as willingness to undertake to perform the services 
the needs of the Temple require. 


I am not at all concerned by the fact that precedents were 
broken, or especially elated that I have become Potentate. On 
the contrary, [ am truly made humble by the consciousness that 
my election was due to the zeal and enthusiasm of many friends, 
and the confidence that their friends had in their judgment. 


As I understand it, it was because of the service given in the 
past that it was believed I had certain qualifications that should 
come from the knowledge and experience of such training. 


Whatever I do, therefore, must be according to my honest 
convictions that it is the right thing to do, that it is the fair 
thing to do, and for the good of the organization. It must take 
into consideration all of the mémbers, and not a selected group. 


I already know there are many problems, and that while a 
precarious situation does not exist, there are some serious phases 
that demand attention. 


At the outset, I want to go on record as stating that I shall 
not seek a re-election. There are many men of proven ability 
that should be given a chance to advance, and in a Temple as 
large as ours, there is no lack of good material. The rule in most 
Temples is a one-year term of office. 


While I shall always try to do my best, no one man can do 
much, Most any man, even with such limited capacity as mine, 
can do a great deal if he is given good support—provided he is 
sincere. The kind of support that makes for progress is (a) from 
the Nobles who pay their dues; (b) from the Nobles who secure 
new candidates, and that is what I ask of you. 


So, at the beginning, we seek to arouse the Sons of the Desert 
and call upon them to join the caravan that we may unite in 
doing service for the Temple. 


In the past our pilgrimages have been those of a happy fellow- 
ship in the land of milk and honey where plenty did abound. 
Today, it is confidently believed, we are emerging from the 
sandstorms of tribulations through which we have traveled in 
the last few years. It is time to raise our heads and lift our eyes 
to the sunlight that we may see that we are on the right road 
to Mecca. It is also time to reflect and appreciate that after all 
we have much to be thankful for, and we have, if we are in 
good health, have our homes, and our friends. We can get 
more courage and optimism by being real Shriners—a part of a 
happy caravan—than we can if we walk alone subdued by a 
doleful complex. 


My first duty then, is to call a Ceremonial, that you may 
gather in felicity and put back in the Temple a revival of the 
enthusiasm that prevailed in the years that marked the best 
progress of Aleppo. I want to see the old spirit of good-fellowship 
revived, and I know that you want to see it prevail. 

Come you then, to the Ceremonial, wearing your Fez at a 
jaunty angle, with a smile on your face, and a hearty hand-clasp 
for every Noble. There is no need for introductions—just say, 
“Hello, Noble!”

Remember the Fez is not a High Hat—it is the symbol of 
equality.
